OTTAWA, Ont., Jan. 23—The Lib- 
eral opposition in the house of com- 
mons intends to take issue with 
many of the major recommendations 
in the MacMillan report for the es- 
tablishment of a central bank. 

The Liberals will support the 
establishment of a central bank 
but will strongly oppose the pri- 
vate capitalization of the bank, 
-and the procedure so far as the 
appointment of the board. 

Liberal spokesmen will take the 
view that the central bank must be 
a government institution, financed 
by the government and the board 
appointed by the government. 

The bank should have full power 
to issue currency, be in control of 
interest and ghall be the governing 
body of foreign exchange. 

Safeguards to give Canada con- 
trol of the foreign exchange situa- 
tion will be urged. It has been con- 
trolled by the United States in the 
past and some danger is feared that 
it might pass to British financial in-

JAPAN EXPRESSES 


FERVENT DESIRE | 
FOR FRIENDSHIP: 


Foreign Minister, Before Diet, Reviews Nip- 
pon’s Problems in Efforts to Stabilize 
Peace of Asia 


TOKYO, Jan. 23.—Forei, 


ign minister Koki Hirota told 


the Japanese Diet today that “between Japan and the 
United States of America there exists no question that is 


intrinsically difficult of soluti 


on.” He asserted that Japan 


“fervently desires American friendship.” 


At the same time he said “it is 


most surprising and regrettable” 
that Soviet Russia should direct 
“unwarranted criticisms against! 
Japan.” 

He told the legislators that the 
Japanese government believed “pro- 
per adjustment of the tri-partite re- 
lationship between Japan, Man- 
chukuo and the Soviet Union was, 
of paramount importance for the! 
tranquility of East Asia.” } 


MANCHUKUO FIRST 

The forcign minister gave the 
question of Manchukuo, the na-}| 
tion which Japan created in Man- 
churia, first place in his address. He 
referred at once to the withdrawal , 
of Japan from the League of Na-| 
tions last year giving as his reason 
“that there was no agreement be- | 
tween Japan and the League on the 
fundamental principles of preserv- 
ing the peace in east Asia.” | 

He described the Japanese gov- 
ernment as having a serious respon- | 
sibility for the maintenance of peace | 
in east Asia and as having made a 
firm resolve “in that regard.” 

He said the most important es- | 
sential to peace in eastern Asia, | 
however, was “the stabilization of | 
China herself.” | 

“Our government,” said the for- | 
eign minister, “sincerely hopes for 
the political and economic rehabil- | 
itation of China. It hopes that she 
will be able to unite with Japan in| 
performing the obvious mission of 
both Japan and China: to contri- 
bute, through mutual aid and co-/| 
operation, to the peaceful develop- 
ment of their part of the globe.” 

He brought the Soviet Union into 
his speech in close sequence to his 
discussion of Sino-Japanese rela- 
tions, particularly as they revolve 
about Manchukuo. He said that even 
after the creation of Manchukuo, 
there had been a “thorough mutual 
understanding” between Japan and 
Russia. 

SOVIET “CHANGE” 

On the basis of this understand- 
ing, he said, “no difficult question 
was encountered.” Now, however, 
he said, “the attitude of the Soviet 
Union toward Japan seems to have 
undergone a change of some sort.” 
This change he described as “most 
surprising and regrettable.” 

He said the “change” was symbol- 
ized by the Soviet Union “broad- 
casting at home and abroad through 
the press and other channels un-| 
warranted criticisms directed 
against Japan.” 

The foreign minister informed the 
Jegislators flatly: “Japan certainly is | 
setting up no new military estab- 
lishments along the Manchukuo and | 
Soviet frontiers, Moscow propa- 
ganda notwithstanding.” | 

The discussion of relations with) 
Russia ended on a note of optimism, 
for he said: “I am sure that before| 
long the Soviet Union must came to) 
appreciate fully the true intentions, 
of Japan.” 

Then he turned decidedly to the} 
question of relations with the Unit- 
ed States and said: 

“I am confident that the United 
States will not fail to appraise cor- 
rectly Japan's position in East 
Asia.”

KILLER OF KILLERS 

This island's killer of killers has 
held his job since 1926 and was not 
only personally selected by his first 
victim—who had been executioner 
before him—but actually taught the 
correct angle for draping a head 
and the artistic method of tripping 
the triangular death blade. 

That week a new batch of Paris- 
ian riff raff had come to camp. No 
sooner had the guards withdrawn, 
as they always do at night, than the 
woolly chested gorillas of the dor- 
mitories walked among these shells 
of men demanding money, smokes, 
favors and anything else they hap- 
pened to see or think up. 

For one thing the colonel-in-chief 
of the dormitory wanted a new 
batman.

THREE CURTAILMENT AGENTS 
Advantage was taken of the presence of the 
three prairie premiers in Ottawa to arrange the 
preliminary steps toward curtailing next sum- 
mer’s wheat crop in the western provinces. 

It is explained that, owing to lack of 
machinery and money with which to buy it, 
hard-pressed western farmers are not thought 
to be able to put in as much wheat as they did 
last year. But that disability is not being relied 
on to meet the case entirely. 

The provincial governments are to survey 
the field and estimate the amount of damage 
the grass-hoppers can be counted on to do. 

If lack of machinery and the grass-hoppers 
do not seem likely to cut down the crop by the 
required 15 per cent, a propaganda campaign 
is to be launched, to persuade the farmers to 
sow less wheat than they did a year ago. 

What is to follow, if the propaganda cam- 
paign fails, is not stated. That, presumably, is 
the point where compulsion will be employed 
if necessary, but no promise is made that it will 
be employed. 

Neither is anything said in the despatches 
about any intention to compensate the farmer 
for the crop curtailment that is thrust upon 
him, by lack of machinery, grass-hoppers or 
propaganda. Apparently he is to curtail, or be 
curtailed, at his own expense. 


BLIND DRIVING 


The U.F.A. convention reversed the attitude 
of former years and stated by resolution that 
every vehicle using a main or secondary high- 
way should be required to carry lights or re- 
flectors after dark. 

That must make the decision about unani- 
mous, among people who read the newspapers 
and who do not allow theories to take pre- 
cedence over facts. It may be, as urged against 
the resolution, that collisions between motor 
cars and wagons would not occur if there were 
no cars or if they were not driven so fast. 

The facts remain. The motor car is here, 
to stay. Such collisions do occur, even when 
cars are being driven at moderate speed, and 
when they probably would not occur if the 
wagons were showing either lights or reflectors. 
When a farmer is killed or crippled in an acci- 
dent of the kind it does the family no good to 
tell them the accident would not have happened 
if the car had been going slower. 

Attaching reflectors or lamps fore and aft to 
a horse-drawn vehicle is a nuisance. There is 
the added bother of keeping the lamps filled 
and lighting them as required. But, Jaw or no 
law, to neglect these things is to run voluntarily 
into danger when the wagon is being driven 
along a public highway at night. 

Since some people will risk their lives in that 
way, the legislature should reinforce prudence 
with law, 


RESULTS AT OTTAWA 

The Ottawa conference wound up better than 
the earlier performances promised. The closing 
day seems, in fact, to have been the only one 
on which the delegates “got anywhere.” It is 
unfortunate that the representatives of the 
eastern provinces did not air their views as to 
western extravagance and general unreason- 
ableness by mail before the conference opened. 
Then it might have got down to business forth- 
with and produced results in keeping with the 
requirements of the situation, 

For while the results are better than seemed 
probable, they fall a long way short of the re- 
covery program adopted by the western pre- 
miers at their Victoria meeting, and declared 
by them to be absolutely necessary. But for 
the attack which the eastern delegates thought 
fit to make upon western governments, the 
spending habits of western people, and the 
solvency of these provinces, over which the 
conference battled for a couple of days, the 
accomplishments might, and probably would, 
have been more substantial and hope-inspiring 
than they are. 

Four things appear 
upon: 

The Dominion is to continue to contribute 
toward the cost of direct relief; 

The Dominion is to support the financial 
operations of the provinces and thus prevent 
default; 

Investigation is to be made as to the pos- 
sibility of providing intermediate credits for 
farmers at a cost of 5% to 6 per cent interest; 

The Dominion will proceed with a program 
of public works as a means of providing em- 
ployment for idle men. 

What these decisions will amount to in 
practical terms depends upon how extensive a 
works program the Dominion is prepared to 
launch. Aside from that, there is not much 
in the list that promises a speeding of recovery

or even relief to western people. Three year 
credits for farmers at 542 to 6 per cent, with 
which to buy stock and implements, will be of 
moderate benefit. Continuing the “dole” and 
continuing to support provincial finance will 
make no change in the present situation or 
outlook. 

There is nothing in the schedule about re- 
financing provincial debts, municipal debts, or 
farm and home debts at lower rates of interest. 
And nothing about the Dominion backing either 
the provinces or the municipalities in public 
works or relief works undertakings. Action 
along both these lines may be taken by the 
Dominion notwithstanding, and may be con- 
strued as implied in the wording of these 
clauses if the federal authority chooses to so 
interpret them, 

But taking the despatches as accurately 
summarizing the conclusions reached, the only 
definite change agreed to is that the Dominion 
will start the construction of public works, 
where, of what nature, and on what wage 
terms, unstated. 

Either the western premiers decided at Vic- 
toria to ask for a good deal more than they ex- 
pected to get, or they have got a good deal less 
than they think necessary to adjust western 
conditions on a basis where debt-paying and a 
resumption of progress would be possible.

After the wrench of their parting is over, 
it will be a great comfort to this sorrowing 
widow and her tearful daughters to know that 
their breadwinner wasn't given any hospital 
treatment paid for by a sinful sweepstake.

I've a great understanding of and sympathy 
for those who work for the moral uplift of 
their neighbors. I was brought up in an atmos- 
phere charged with a spirit of service from 
“my brother's keeper.”

In yesterday's article I told you something 
about the improvement to be gained by fasting. 
Fasting will also bring changes in the internal 
glands and these changes make it appear that 
the glands are partly rejuvenated in a natural 
way. In those cases where the patient tells me 

after the fast that he feels ten 
years younger I believe that 
part of his improvement is 
due to a strengthening of the 
glands. 

As you would expect, the 
‘ comparative rest of the diges- 
tive organs during the fasting 
period, increases the digestive 
and assimulatjve strength to 
a marked degree. The fasting 
treatment is helpful in the 
Dr. F, McCoy treatment of the following 
acute and chronic disorders: overweight, dia- 
betes, epilepsy, high blood pressure, appendi- 
citis, fevers, headache, pneumonia, hyperthroid- 
ism, rheumatism, “morning sickness” in preg- 
nancy, and acute Bright’s Disease. It may in- 
terest you to know that I obtained the above list 
from a report written by a doctor who writes 
that all of the above disease conditions were 
seen to improve during the fast. 

It has been my experience that not only 
these diseases but many others may be over- 
come by fasting. I would add to the list the 
following: asthma, bronchitis, catarrh, colds, 
gall bladder and liver troubles, kidney dis- 
orders, arthritis, hyper-acidity of the stomach, 
rupture, heart disease, skin disorders and many 
others. 

While the strict fast may be taken, in which 
the patieng receives an abundance of water but 
nothing else, this is not the type of fast I gen- 
erally recommend as I have found that most 
people will recover just as rapidly if an eight- 
ounce glass of fruit juice is taken every two 
hours. In addition, they will not become so 
“lonesome” for food. I have seen patients who 
were, so well satisfied while on the orange 
juice fast that they were entirely content to 
go to luncheons, where others were eating, 
without tasting the food. The hunger which 
may appear during the first day of the fest 
wears off and within a short time the patient 
loses all desire for meals. 

While you are using the fruit juice you are 
not on a strict fast, as the juice will furnish 
you with a certain amount of food material. 
It is all right to use any of the following juices; 
orange juice, grapefruit juice, tomato juice or 
unsweetened pineapple juice. Other unsweet-’ 
ened fruit juices may be used instead of the 
ones I mention, but the above list is the one 
which is most popular with the majority of 
people. 

For the patient who is fasting at home I 
advise the use of the short five day fast which, 
in my opinion, is perfectly safe for the patient 
to use provided he is following some instruc- 


tion regarding how often he is to take the fruit | 


juice, how often he is to take the enema, and 
the best foods for him to eat when the fast is 
over. I advise the longer fast if you are under 
the care of a doctor experienced in giving the 
fasting treatment. 

If you wish to secure some definite direc- 
tions to follow for taking the short five day 
fast, together with the diet you are to use after- 
ward, then write me. If you will ask for the 
article called A Cleansing Diet, I will be pleased 
to answer you as soon as possible. The fasting 
instructions suitable for a child are those given 
in the article called How to Fast and Diet for 
Health, which is a fast using the entire fruit, 
instead of the juice, ‘

letin”: Can epilepsy be cured? I am asking this 
in regard to a friend. I wish to thank you for 
the many benefits I have derived from reading 
your column.”

The main eastern project is the St. Lawrence Waterway, en- 
tailing an expenditure of some two hundred and fifty million 
dollars for a great public work which will take some seven years 
to complete. There will be co-operation from the western prov- 
inces in all necessary legislation; although from a western stand- 
point the only possible benefit is an increase in transport facilities, 


The main western project is the extension of the railway line 
(now completed for 474 miles), from Dawson Creek to Finlay 
Forks entailing new construction of 240 miles and opening up the 
whole Peace River area, The time occupied will be less than two 
years from commencement of work. The total cost will not ex- 
ceed ten million dollars. The trade of the Peace River area will 
benefit all Canada. The mineral areas are of great magnitude and 
of great proven richness; needing only transportation to be 
brought into active account. Great rivers will be reached by this 
rail extension; the Fort St. John district, the Hudson's Hope dis- 
trict, the Finlay Forks district, the Fort Graham district and the 
Omineca district, when given rail access will bring into active 
account natural assets having actual value greater than the whole 
public debt of Canada. 


Once we could get our eastern friends to realize these facts 
there would be no further delay, Although the Peace River em- 
pire is a part of the west, it will be a big and permanent buyer 
from the east, and there should be great pressure and complete 
co-operation by the people of eastern Canada to bring about an 
immediate commencement of railway extension to Finlay Forks, 


The Peace River area will provide homes and work for com- 
munities and settlements aggregating at least one million people; 
and the industries of the area will for many years be of the 
great primary classes of production furnishing great buying power 
in all the manufacturing districts of Canada. The opportunity is 
one whereunder real business, great employment, and substantial 
and permanent buying power can be brought into being by a very 
moderate capital investment. This should be the first public 
works project put into active construction.

Of Labrador 
Trading Post 


Mingan is Site Old Strath. 
cona House—Remains of 
Jolliet Buried There 


Miss Maxine Hamilton of Mingan, 
Labrador, is an interesting guest in 


Edmonton at presént visiting her 
cousin Miss Cecile Nightingale. Be- 
cause Labrador seems to most of us, 
entirely remote and ice locked, Miss 
Hamilton, a sponsor of her country, 
insists that it never gets any colder 
there than it does here. There has 
been nothing to exceed the five 
weeks of sub-zero weather that 
held the northwest before Christ- 
mas. Mingan is a Hudson's Bay 
trading post and the settlement is 
composed of Indians chiefly. <A 
point of interest there is the Old 
Strathcona House, the oldest of the 
Hudson's Bay trading posts. 

For three months of the year, 
people are ice locked and the only 
way they can travel is by dog team. 
For the first time this year air- 
planes are being used to bring the 
mail in from Quebec, and this is a 
great boon to the few white famil- 
ies in the district. 

Supplies have to be stocked for 
the whole winter and so the burn- 
ing of the store house, twenty miles 
from where Miss Hamilton lives, is 
a tragedy hardly able to be calcu- 
lated. The fire broke out at mid- 
night and with no means to combat 
the flames the few settlers and In- 
dians had to watch their winter's 
supplies go up in smoke and do 
nothing. Relief has been sent in 
from Quebec, Miss Hamilton says, 
and they are still waiting for some 
final arrangement to be made and 
for further assistance. The ice 
breaks towards the end of March 
but it is several weeks before the 
coast is clear for boats to come to 
port. Mingan is beyond the lumber 
belt. .

eating, Due to the nutritional 
value of their mineral and vita- 
min content, the frequent use of 
fruit is one of the most agreeable 
means of regulating the functions 
of the body. 


IRON EASILY ABSORBE!D 

The iron in fruits and vegetables 
is easily absorbed and made avail- 
able for nutrition. 
number of grams of iron in these 
foods may not be as large as in 
some others, they aciually furnish 
a larger proportion of iron to the 
body than is generally supposed. 

Some years ago the theory that 
such fruits as oranges and grape- 
fruit and other so-called “acid” 
fruits aggravated any rheumatic 
condition was widespread. How- 
ever, we now believe that these 
fruits have an alkaline rather than 
an acid reaction in the blood and 
hence are an excellent food for the 
rheumatic sufferer.

During the final moments of her 
testimony, after she had unflinch- 
ingly told hideous details of her 27- 
year-long martyrdom, her voice be- 
gan to falter and Sheriff John Rae 
looked anxiously at her several 
times, while Fred Jackson, her de- 
fence counsel, suggested that she 
take a rest. She stonily declared 
her willingness to continue, how- 
ever, but shortly after, she collapsed 
in the box. She was at the point 
in her narrative at which old Fusty 
was back home from jail, a few 
hours before he was killed, when 
she suddenly crumpled. 

Spectators in the crowded court

Do you agree with the policy 
of enaeting legislation to compel 
all vehicles on main and second- 
ary highways to carry either a 
light or reflector between sun- 
down and sunrise? 

At the annual U.F.A. conven- 
tion. last week, delegates. went. 
on record as favoring such means 
of identification. In previous 
years this organization had re- 
jected resolutions along this line. 
Arguments have been advanced 
for and against such action. The 
Bulletin’s Inquiring Reporter 
heard such a discussion and then 
sought some opinions on his own 
account, with the following re- 
sults: 

ARCHIE WIGLE, automobile sales 
manager: “In passing such a 
resolution, I think U.F.A. dele- 
gates showed their wisdom. Per- 
sonally I can’t see where there 
could be any two minds on the 
subject. Although it is true that 
there may be highway accidents 
even after lights are made com- 
pulsory, yet by carrying either 
a light or a reflector, a horse- 
drawn vehicle will greatly reduce 
the chances of accident. Reflec- 
tors are modest in price and the} 
outlay is’small in comparison 
with the decreased likelihood of 
accident as a result of carrying 
same. Take the subject from 
whatever angle you will, I feel 
that the carrying of a light or 
reflector cannot but be benefi- 
cial.”

“There is no doubt about the 
wisdom of the move.

He pointed out that 
property qualifications at present 
were almost at the vanishing point. 

With regard to the proposal made | 
by the Independent Labor Party 
that the city should not enter into 
any agreement with regard to its 
utilities unless the electors had sig- | 
nified their support to such an) 
agreement through the medium of | 
a plebiscite, Ald. Bellamy claimed | 
that the utilities should be under 
the control of a board of commiss- 
ioners. The proposal made by the | 
L.L.P. was not cacepted by the char- } 
ter amendments committee. 

Referring to the matter of pro-| 
perty qualifications, Mayor D. K. 
Knott said that these regulations 
were frequently abused by candid- 
ates, many of whom did not possess 
the necessary qualifications «when | 
they ran for office. |

NEED CERTIFICATES 

He did not see how such a situa- 
tion could crop up again, stated Ald. 
Bellamy, since a charter amend- 
ment was being asked for which 
would require candidates to receive 
a certificate on property holdings | 
trom the assessor before they were | 
allowed to run for office. 

Ald. H. D. Ainlay stated that 
candidates could evade the law if} 
they wanted to. He did not believe 
that property qualifications should | 
be the only point considered at} 
election time.

Police searched the premises, dis- 
covering the injurcd Cipolla lying 
a short distance beyond the wreck- 
age and finding the broken body of 
Carmine Disanti of Niagara Falls, 
who had perished in the blast.

An exceptionally strong cash and 
liquid position, an increase in de- 
posits of approximately $5,000,000 
end satisfactory carnings are fea- 
tures of the 102nd Annual Report 
of the Bank of Nova Scotia pub-

The cash held, consisting of cur- 
rent coin, Dominion notes, United 
States and other foreign currencies 
and deposit in the Central Gold Re- 
serve is 15.65 per cent of liabilities 
to the puptie compared with 14.09 
per cent of the previous year.
